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NOTES OF THE WEEK. : 


To-morrow evening a banquet will be given at Willis’s Rooms to celebrate 
ful ceesion to Greece of Thessaly and other portions of Turkish terri- 
tory, as well as the termination of the work of the Greek Committee in London 
inted to agitate for the execution of those stipulations which were made in 
the Treaty of Berlin in favour of the land of the Hellenes. The Committee, 
which has carried out the arrangements for the banquet, includes among its 
members Mr. Serjeant Simon, M.P. Political considerations entirely apart, it 
ig most fitting that the Jewish community in England should be represented at 
the gathering by one of its most eminent members, for none of the inhabitants 
of the ceded districts have evinced greater satisfaction at the tranefer than the 
Jews. Nor is the reason far to seek. It is true that these new Greek subjects 
nominally enjoyed as much freedom under Ottoman rule as they will under the 
Government of Kiog George, but in reality they were frequently persecuted by 
rapacious and irresponsible officia's, emboldened by the distance between them 
and the seat of the central government, or by their fanatical and easily excited 
neighbours. In aemaller country such as Greece, with its more stable Govern- 
ment, the Jews feel that they can henceforth dwell with greater safety than has 
hitherto been the case. Hence they have not been sparing in their manifesta- 
tions of joy at their improved prospects, At Arta, which was the first town 
occupied by the Greek troops, the enthusiasm of the Jews knew no bounds. The 
Rabbi took part in a religious service at the fortress, and subeequently delivered 
at the Great Synagogue, in the presence of the military authorities, a highly 
patriotic sermon which was reprinted in all the Greek journals. The Jewish 
houses were especially conspicuous by the splendour of their decorations and 
illaminations. The same featares attended the entry of the Greeks into Larissa. 
When the King visited Arta a short time after, he received a most cordial 
welcome from the Jews, his Majesty being especially touched by the singing of 
abymn with which he was greeted on his arrival by the pupils of the Talmud 
Torah. Io this town, too, the King augmented the salary of the Rabbi from 
his private purse. His Majesty subsequently proceeded to Tricala, where there 
was another outburst of loyalty culminating in the special service held in the 
synagogue which the King honoured with his presence. Here a Jew has been 
appointed Director of Police, Through the acquisition of the additional territory, 
the Jewish community in Greece has been increased from 7,000 to about 12,000 


In the peculiar circumstances of the case, and in view of the gigantic task 
involved, it is comforting to-know that the Jews in Russia are able from local 
sources to relieve the-distress of their brethren in Russia, and are anxious that 
the funds raised in England, France, America, and other parts of the world 
should be devoted exclusively towards the emigration of those who have left 
Rossia, The report of the last meeting °f the Board of Guardians, pablished 
in aoother column, indicates that the Board is energetically setting its shoulder 
tothe work of assisting those Russian Jews who have arrived in England, and 
who are still arriving here in increasing large numbers. A special department 
of the Board, under the direction of the Rev. M. Keizer, bas been organized. The 
two grants of £500 each made by the Mansion House Committee have already 
been exhausted, and a farther batch of emigrants will leave to morrow for 
America, The statement made by Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, the President of the 
Board, indicates how judiciously the fands placed at its disposal have 
been expended. Unfortunately, our work in London at present must eud with 
merely assisting the refugees to emigrate. The rest roust be left to the Emi- 
grants’ Aid Society of America, which already has borne the greater part of the 
really serious work of suitably placing the emigrants io the way of earning a 
livelibood, The spirit which bas been shown by all classes in the United States 
to help in this work is of good promise, and encourages us in the hope that it 
will be effectual, | 


The special correspondent of the Daily News in a letter from Kieff in 
Satarday’s issue of that journal fully confirms the sad details of the riots and 
outrages that occurred in Kieff in May last. Briefly stated he confirms the fact 
that although the authorities had ample notice of the riots they took no pre- 
cautions to protect the persons and property of the Jews ; that the troops actually 
aided the mob ; that the soldiers and policemen were seen in the possession of 
the stolen property ; that there were at least four cases of death from the 
Violence of the mob and 14 cases of violation of Jewesses. The Daily News 
'D & short editorial article in the same isaue referring to the impartial evidence 
of its correspondent severely rebukes the authorities :

On Tuesday next the Ball in aid of the funds of the Jows’ Infant Schools 
will be held at Willie's Rooms, St. James's. The institution is peculiarily 
deserving of the generous support of the community. It is one of the most 
successful and best managed of the infant achools in the kingdom. Since its 
establishment, nearly half a century ago, the institation has continued to 
increase inthe number of its tiny pupils and the efficiency with which they are 
taught under the very able direction of its experienced Head Mistress, Mies | 
Miriam Harris. There are now upwards of 1,200 infants upon the registers. 
The daily attendance is seldom less than 1,000. The cost of educating each 
child is leas than 303. per annum. Notwithstanding the economy exercised, the 
annual deficit of ordinary expenditure over reliable income is 800, aud at the 
present moment the account at the bankers’ is overdrawn. We are confident 
that a claim so genuine and urgent will meet with a generous response from the 
friends of Jewish education. One interesting feature connected with the Ball 
on Tuesday, and said to be novel, may be mentioned the Stewards will them- 
selves act as honorary MCs, This will give them a right to personally super- 
intend the arrangements made for the comfort and pleasure of the many 
guests expected. 


It ie interesting to note that the St. John’s Wood Synagogue was the first 
synagogue founded under the auspices of the United Synagogue. The tempo- 
rary iron structure consecrated by the Chief Rabbi on. the 17th of September, 
1876, has been removed, and on the site in Abbey Road is being erected a 
permanent synagogue from the designs of Mr. H. H. Collins. As we announced 
last week, the foundation-stone of the new building (which is already far 
advanced) will be laid by Mr. Lionel L. Cohen (one of the Vice-Presidonte of 
the United Synagogue) next Monday. There has recently been a large 
increase in the number of Jewish residents in the district. It is confidently 
anticipated that on the opening of the new synagogue the nomber of its mem- 
bers will be doubled. Many of those who have signified their intention of 
joining the congregation do not at present belong to any synagogue. 


The Institute of France, which already contains on its rolls the names of 
some of the most ewinent Jewish savants in that country, bas admitted another 
coreligionist within ite ranks by the election of M. Henri Weill, of Paris, as a 
member of the Académie des Inscriptions et Belles Lettres, this body being a 
section of the Institute. Whilst science has thus again honoured a Jew, dis- 
tinctions have also been conferred on Jewish votaries of Mars by the appointment 
of General Lévy, Director of Engineering at Paris, and of Colonel Samael as 
Members of the Superior Commission on the Organization of the French Army, 


A parallel which M. Renan, at the conclusion of the recent article in the 
Revue des Deux Moniles, discovers between the ancient ‘‘ Kohelet” and the 
modern Jew, seems to call for a word of comment and dissent. “‘ Kohelet ’ is, 
in fact, essentially par excellence the modera Jew,” says M. Renan, Is 
thie so? Ie there, in truth, so strong and “singalar a resemblance " 
between that worldly sage whom Thackeray identifies with the 
“weary king Ecclesiasi,” and the “ modern Israelite with whom our great 
commercial towns have become acquainted during the last fifty years.” 
{s that troubled cynicism, that weary philosophy, that morbid acceptance of the 
Vanitas Vanitatum paralysis, which characterises the Book of Evclesiaster, 
essentially or even prominent'y Jewishin type? We take leave to doubt it and 
to question the unflattering deductions which follow in brilliant and bewildering 
sequence. Ancient Romans would hardly allow the traditional Nero who fiddled 
while Rome burnt to be a fair specimen of national sensibility. Modero French. 
men, we suspect, would as little admit the ancien régime, under the grand monarque 
to stand for typical Frenchmen, and yet either Nero or the nobleman would more 
nearly approach to the ideal of “ Kohelet” as rendered by M. Renan, than any 
set or sect of Jews, ancient or modern, We seem to recall many a school of 
thought with whom negation has been a principle, pleasure a gospel, and life i's 
own limit; but we fail to remember any prominent Jewish names among them. 
M. Renan, in bis brilliantly sarcastic fashion, dwells on the worldiiness, the 
intelligence, the insouciance of the modero Jew, and interprets his selfish and 
prosperous career to be the practical outcome of the Preacher's counsel that 
“ there is nothing better for a man than that he should eat and drink.” This 
seems to vs a somewhat slight and paradoxical peg from which to 
make such heavy facts depend. We sbould hesitate, in the first place, to 
accept M. Renan’s version of the modern Jow as in any senso 
representative. Undoubtedly, in these days, as in all days, there 
are some selfish souls who find nothing new and nothing true, who, 
holding with “ Kohelet ” that “ all things come alike to all,” hesitate not to seize 
on the best for themselves, and who thus thrive whilst better men, handicapped 
by their convictions, fail, But such folke, we take the liberty to think, are no 
more per s¢ Jewish than they are Christian or agnostic, no more necessarily 
compatriots or regular readers of “ Kohelet " than of M. Renan. 


At the recent great Mansion House meeting some severe blows were adminis- 
tered by several of the eminent speakers to the leaders of the anti-Semitic 
agitation io Germany, and judging by the remarks on this subject delivered by 
Court Chaplain St3cker, at a meeting held in Berlin on the 10th ult., itis evident 
that these blows have gone home with telling effct. Actiog on the well-known 
legal maxim, “if you have a bad case abuse your opponent's attorney,” Herr 
Sticker addressed some rathor violent language to the English champions of 
the Jews, whom he plainly told to mind their own business, and not to interfere 
in a matter which they knew nothing about. He asserted. that the agitation 
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had been entirely misanderstood in England, and far from having assamed 4 
pernicious character as alleged by the speakers nt the Mansion House, the 
notorious Jew-hater even went so far as to say that the movement had through- 
out been characterised by “ moderation” and a certain amount of “ nobility.” 
The two words we have quoted have evidently, io Herr vocabolary, 
meaning far different to that which is usually assigoed to them in this country, 
for there can ecarcely be an Englishman who will adwit that there was aught 
of “ moderation in the inflamwatory haraogues of Stéeker, Henrici, Roppel, 
Forster ard Co., or of “ nobility” in the burning of a synagogue, in the des- 
truction of Jewish property, and in the perpetration of violent ou\rages upon 
the persons of Jows. 

There are other causes, nearer home, however, which have within the last 
few weeks contributed to rouse Herr 8S icker’s ire. The Manicipal Council of 
Posen, the chief town of a province in which the Judenhetze reigned supreme 
for a considerable time, bas almost unanimously elected a Jow, the Privy 
OCoramercial Bernhard Jaffé, as ite President, and Herr Eluard Katz, another of 
ite Jewish members, to be the Firat Deputy at the Provincial Diet of Posen, In 
several smaller towns in the same province Jews have likewise been appointed 
te preside over the local Manicipal Councils. Sach signe of returuing reason 
and toleration must indeed be as gall and wort wood to Siécker and his associates

Fir,—As a Russian Jew Commercially Couneciet with this country, I beg 
to offer a few rewarks regarding my brethren aud their aims, which would 
perhaps be of interest to your readers, 

Uwing to recent calamities Russian Jews have given up all hope of perma- 
nent safety or prosperity in Russia, and certain'y have abandoned all thoughts 
of engaging in agriculture in that country, to which of late a tendency bad 
aris mn  Tuey are best updoa emigration at the earliest opportunity, Outside 
Russia, America is declared as the field most suitable for their enterprise, and 
in the precipitation which followed the outrages a few, aided by the Alliance at 
Paris, had indeed fled to America. Taat this, however, is not the general aia 
and wish of the Jews in Russia may be gathered from the opinions of all 
classes of Jewish sovicty, as expressed in journals aad in private circles. The 
removal of the few batches of Jewa was stigmatised as eternal banishment, 
and was compared to the procedure of one who rescues a person from the flood, 
ouly to let him die on shore inasxwoon, Looking away, therefore, from instances 
of spasmodic activi'y, and regarding the anob'ra-ive bat systematic eudea 
vours of our Russian bre hren themselves, one Cannot but no'ice the uprising 
into existeuce among them, as well as awoug their Roumaniaa brethren (these 


being by far the more energetic) of a deterwined yearning for a wore settled 


aud secure condition of life than has hitherto been permitted to the majority of 
our unhappy race. Aud unwmistakeably their goal is the colovization of 
Palestine. 

In almost every town in Roumania, and in some of the principal cities of 
Russia, there have been formed Palestine Emigration Societies, with fuuds of 
their own ; and although the Russian Government has not yet expressed it6 
Opinion on the movement, there is a strong hope that it will not rua counter to 
it. Long ago the wish had taken root among them, and haviog waited for some 
time in vain for their Western brethren to take the initiative in the enterprise, 
they have at length of themselves taken the matter earnestly in hand. ‘Tbey 
have chosen Palestine, not on account of any wild dreams of ambition in the 
immediate future, bot becanse it alone promises to supply the felt aod universal 
requisite of a permauent abode, besides its poss+ssing other qualities, such 
the absence in it of undue competition, its proximity to Russia, aod the tradi 
tional friendliness of the Turkish Goverument towards the Jews. Now| woul 
inform the Bitish public, Jewish and otherwise, tbat if they really wish to held 
beir persecuted brethren, they nead not give any subscriptions or dopatious for 
the uudertaking. The Russian Jows are quite capable of providing faads for 
the purpose from their own peckets. Waat is, however, indispensable for the 
success of the wovement is a guarantee tur the recurity and efficient ad 
tration Of the funds subscribed. Toere is no douot, and I speak from ex eneive 
Russian ex perience, that if a well known banker, or recoguized autborly, 
guaranteed a loan, to be issued in eanall thares, they would be in a very short 
buoght up by Resrian Jews themselves. This sane method of guarantee 
has been pursued by the serfs in the purchase of land from tbe Russian nobles, 
with the most beveticiel results.

STATEMENT BY THE RUSSO-JEWISH COMMITTEE, 


A supplementary statement has been prepared by the Russo-Jewish Oom- 
mittee, in confirmation of the narrative which lately appeared in The Times. 
The statement, of which the following is the first portion, is signed by Sir 
Nathaniel de Rothschild on behalf of the Committee :— 

The Consular correspondence respecting the treatment of the Jews in Russia 
(Russia No. 1, 1882), lately presented to Parliament, contains statements tending 
to cast discredit on the narrative in The Times of the 11th and 13th of January, 
which was reprinted and extensively circulated by the Russo-Jewish Committee. 

The Committee therefore find it their duty to give to the public a portion of 
the corroborative evidence that has recently reached them, and it will be found 
that, with few exceptions, the details given in The Times, far from being exagger- 
ated, fall short of the facts as they actually occurr +d, 

In fulfilling this duty the Comwittee do not in any way desire to criticise the 
reports of the Consuls, whose difficulty in ascertaining the truth in the circum- 
stances under which their inquiries were necessarily made they readily recognise. 
Probably a British Consul would have ater difficulty in ascertaining the facts 
as to the outrages on the Jews, even after the most diligent investigation, than 
any other person in Russia. This difficulty will be better appreciated after a 
perusal of the subjoined correspondence, and will also account for the fact that 
the reports on many important details contradict one another. 

Consul-General Stanley, in his report of the 18th of January, 1882, admits the 
serious nature of the outbreaks,—* that the Russian authorities during these out- 
breaks were generally most apathetic and neglectful of their duties, allowing the 
brutal mobs to plunder and ill-treat the Jews, and that they suffered terribly in 
loss of property and loss of home; that no compensation has yet been given them; 
and that they are still in reasonable fear of similar scenes occurring.’” But he 
adds,—‘* Throughout these riots there has been little loss of life, and violations 
of women have, I believe, been most rare.” (Page 22.) One case only of viola- 
tion appears in the Consular correspondence. : 

The Committee are unhappily in a position to prove too conclusively the occur- 
rence of the outrages published in The Times. The letters they have since received, 
and the personal evidence of refugees who have fled from the scenes of the dis- 
turbances, afford corroborative evidence of the most undeniable kind. The letters 
come from persons occupying high official positions in the Jewish community and 
other well-known persons, for whose trustworthiness the Committee can vouch. 
In these pages the names of the writers are suppressed, as their liberty, possibly 
their lives, would be imperilled by their publication. The names of those who 
have perished from murder or from the effects of rape are given in full, but those 
of violated women who have survived are given in initials only, it being obvious 
from the correspondence that the friends of the injured parties are sedulously, and 
most naturally, striving to avoid the scandal of further = The Committee 
are, however, prepared, if necessary, to place in the hands of the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs in confidence the names of the persons and places herein 
referred to by initials or blanks. 

The first letter is from Dr. —, a Rabbi of eminence. It will indicate the ope 
taken by the Russian authorities to conceal the truth and to procure contradic-

Abraham 
Paseahsohn endeavoured to prevent. the desecration, whereupon the barbarians beat him 
unmercifully, «o that he die! next morning in the hospital. 

3.—In the Demijewka quarter the rioters slew Meyer Guttmann; he died on the 
morning of the 27th 

4.—Ben-Zion Podiairki was alxo slain tere. 

5.—An infant three months old, Meir, son of Hirech Arkels, had his head crushed, so 
that he ced 

6.—-Ln the Boijkowa Gara quarter a Jewish carrier had his horses killed, his cart smashed, 
ani his possessions destroyo!. In despair he threw himself upon the railway lines, and 
was crushed bconeath a paselig train, 

These. are not all the taurdéra, nor are they the most barbarous. Worse cases. were 
communicated to me immediately after the night of terror. But in respect of these, 
names anl accurate designation of localities are wanting, and have, therefore, not been 
here specified 

Numerous cases of ontrages upon women havé taken place. These violations of women 
and giria were committed more especially in the Demijewka quarter, where the military 
were principally stationed, and the victimis had not quitted their dwellings and had not 
hidden thers: wer of iolataon took place those quarters where all the 
members of a family had soucht «ome place of «oneealment.

The following important letter gives full and circumstantial details as collected 
by a resident in Kieff of the terrible violations of women, and the barbarous 
murders in that town. This letter alone should sinffice to set at rest any doubt as 
to the occurrences, and it is likewise of value as indicating the exertions of the 
Russian authorities to suppress the truth ;:—

Letter from—, Kiel, dated lth of February, 1882, to Dr.—, and by him transmitted 
to the Rev. Dr. Adler. 

I send you herewith a list of the women who have been violated, and of the persons 

slain by our enemics in this town. There may, perhaps, be found in this list names that

“4 halfaow again dip my pen in my heart's blood, and describe the murders in the 
quarters Demievka and Suliafki :—(1) Abraham Katiliarski was murderously assaulted 
and died immediately ; (2) Meir Gutman was cruelly beaten, and died the same day ; (3) 
Moses Edelman died on the third day from blows on the stomach. After many murders 
had been committed, and the savages were satisfied with plunder, they burnt eight shops 
and nine private houses, They also burnt the Synagogue. The Jews had saved 17 suiafie 
of the Law. and hiddén them on the roof. The brothers Kasanof came and séarched, 
and found the Jews who guarded the Scrolls. These were the reader Noah Kantorowitz, 
the beadle Chaim Ushatzy, the teacher Solomon Rabb‘nowitz, and an old man who lived 
on ¢harity: these-they beat in a barbarous manner. Having found the Scrolls they pro. 
faned them in several ways; some of them’ they tore to pieces, uttering blasphemons 
execrations ; then they set the Synagogue on fire, remained waiting till the roof burned, 
and again beat those who had guarded the Scrolls. he old man could not move fast 
enough, and they threw him from the roof to the ground... Then they turned to the second 
Synagogue. broke everything inside it, destroyed doors and win lows, and afterwards 
burntit. Three times they set fire to the roof, and three times Christian neighbours 
eaved it. whose names are Michailo, Humenak (Gumenak) and Katarzin The names 
of the incendiaries are Michailo Stanko, Andrée Kazantzof, Demian Kazantzof, Sergiée 
Jegorof, Feodor Shatof. The people who tore up the Scrolls, calling out blasphemonsly 
that these were the Jewish gods, are Michailo Stanko, the two Kazantzofs, Peifekut, 
Nathalie, daughter of Kazantzof, Olga Bortsewin, Feodor Kahaln. All these things 
were brought to the knowledge of the police, without any result. 

The following narrow escapes took place. A band o ruffians, whose ringleader was 
Katsaloff, wanted to hang Aaron Joseph Tsepovetsky, his sons Nahum, Elimelech, 
Chaim, and his daughter Malka. For these five they had set up a gallows in the rope 
manufactory. They were saved by others. Simcha Spivak was robbed of everything 
he possessed, beaten, and wounded, A long towel, tied to a cloth, was slung round his 
neck. and in this manner he was dragged along the street from the house of Jonah Sach 
to the house of Mendel Borispolski, and had not the Christians Michailo and Parphenti 
Tichonki interposed for him he must have died. Gershon Judinski had buried some of 
his property. He was found, robbed of everything, stripped quite naked, cords were put 
round his neck ; he was on the point of being strangled, when he was saved just in time 
by a Christian, Michailo Parbof. 

"The following outrages took place in the quarter of Korenjovka :— 

(1) Tzebi Ostrofski, a publican near the Kirilofski Hospital had for a neighbour a 
Christian woman, who had, during the outrages, concealed his three children; his son, 
Samuel, aged six, his daughter Rebecca Hanna, aged five, his daughter Bella, about four 
(a fourth daughter being fortunately out of town at the time). The man’s house was 
plundered ; the children were sought and found in the woman's house. The ruffians 
wanted! to kill.them; the woman entreated for them. The children were ultimately 
thrown down to the ground and trampled under foot, Samuel and Rebecca Hanna died 
on the eve of Pentecost, Bella four days later. (2) Idel, son of Samuel Offenheiman, 
one year oll, was struck with a log of wood on the head and died two months afterwards. 
(3) Solom Bik’s daughter-in-law Freidel was cruelly beaten, she being pregnant; after a 
few months she gave birth to a daughter and died. (4) Joseph Lenbert, from Brissilof, 
aged 35. His shop was being plundered, and in the attempt to save some rd rt he 
was savagely beaten. He lingered for eight months and died. (5) Solomon Leib Nosokof 
had a leg and a rib broken. Is now lame and unable to breathe freely. (6) Samuel War- 
schawtzik-was severely beaten and had his house burnt. The same happened to the 
woman Chine from Prewerka... (7). Jacob Shifrin had his arm broken. and is maimed 
for life. (8) Mordecai Mirski, son-in-law of Moses Mitzkin. The ruffians were attacking 
him, when the chief of police, Gubbinet, passed in his carriage. The man entreated 
the officer to interfere. That official rebuked him, saying, ‘‘ Have you, then, any right to 
live in Kieff at all?’’ This reply was taken by the miscreants as a sign for increasing 
their violence, They plundered and destroyed everything. His family was ill-treated, 
and his wife Zelda, aged 35, died from the effects of the assault. (9) Israel Mitzkin 
died from the same cause. (10) Zavel Chajet, from Laubar, in Zitomir. His wife, Leah 
Debora, agel 29, was struck with a hammer on her head. A fortnight afterwards she 
gave birth to a child and died. The child is alive. (11) Abraham Baer Zitomirsky 
lived at the time of the outrages on the second floor of a brick house in the Zitmia-street. 
Stones were thrown through the window, and one stone hit his son Alexander, a baby of 
six weeks, who was lying im a cradle, The baby’s skull was fractured, and he died the 
same day.. (12) Chaim Gowshuk, a surgeon, was robbed of all his property ; his little 
daughter of two years and a half was so badly beaten that she died after a fortnight, 
(13) The carman Abraham Lebeder, was beaten on the head and is altogether disa>led. 

These are details of some of the outrages, the murderous assaults, the pillage and 
arama committed on innocent, defenceless, altogether helpless people. These few 

acts will give you a correct idea of the numberless barbarities. Weare unable to give 
the details of all of them. We could not imagine at the time, indeed, it did not strike us 
as vossible, that in another part of the work . people, stirred by feelings of compassion 
and by their sense of what is right, would take the matter in hand on our behalf. Since 
the beginning of the outrages we have not come to rest. All officials, from great to 
small, rage against us. The newspapers do their utmost to hold us up to the contempt 
of all, It is not enough that we have lost our substance, we are also said to possess n0 
feelings of honour and of humanity. Our testimony and even our oath are not admitte 
by them; they incite and rouse the population against us. They declare all we say is 
false. Thus the Peterhurgekie Vedomosti wrote the other day, in the name of the 
Government, that the sympathy of England with our sufferings will exasperate the mob 
against us, Evidently the Government wants to keep us in awe by its most dreaded 
tool and weapon, the mob. Afterwards they can easily wash their hands of it, and say 
th it it was not their fault, but only our own. Thus the Government states now that 
3,000 ruffians have been brought to jnstice. But who does not know that the prisoners 
were unmediately set at liberty ; that Strelnikof openly declared that the Jews were 
guilty? W ho knows not what was the punishment inflicted in Warsaw on the mis- 
creants’ Who is ignorant of the commissions and new hostile decrees that are spring: 
ing up every day’ It would appear that the Government indicates by all this that it 
fully 4 pe om of the Jews being murdered. It averts from itself by this procedure the 
dissatisfaction of the populace with the prevailing disorder and poverty. The Jews are 
given up as a spoil to divert the current of disaffection. So the mob finds something to 


do, and gains profit without toil or labour. and the Government can expose the Jews as 


the canse of the poverty of the peasants and of tlie curse which lies on the land. ; 
But while the worm of Jacob is thus trodden under the iron hoofs, and ravening lions 
strangle the scattered sheep of Israel, a light is dawning from a distance. Upright men 
have risen in anger over the abominable deeds that have been committed; and we have 
firm hopes that they, in the uprightness of their heart, will understand the case thoroughly, 
an wil] not be misled by falsehood and fabrications. | 
flere we are in sorest distress; every newspaper writer tramples upon us; every 
Official vents his anger against us.

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‘THE CRISIS IN JEWISH HISTORY. 


— 


BY JURISCONSULTUS, 


The subject matter of my present psper will, perhaps, do something to rouse 
the attention of readera more sharply than has hitherto happened to the dominant 
fact of the situation of Jews al over the world. That dominant fat I have 
endeavoured to represent iu the title of these commanications I have desired 
to bring home to the appreheosions of those whom it principally concerns that 
this is a ‘Crisis io Jewish History.” I have endeavoured to lead minds away 
from the special and exclusive consideration of the Russian persecutions ; because 
| consider that mode of treating the subject compara'ively barren and unfruitfal 
of reenlts. I have suggested that the Rassian question is ge of a large 
geoeral question ; and unless that large general question is faced, studied, and 
handled in a praciical as well as a devout spirit, not only will it not be possible 
toapply any substantial remedy to the position in Russia, but discredit may 
attach to the Jews of Europe generally. Events have justified these views so 
far; that I shall show in due time and place hereafter, They will more amply 
and eadly justify me in the fature. 

Meanwhile to-day I bave to epeak of that which ought to bring home to the 
apprehensions of English Jews what they have not. realized except in the most 
imperfect manner ; that not only their feelings but their interests are involved in 
the present “ crisis.” Nay, farther, that they are actually involved in it in a 
curious and most upbappy manner ; and so involved, in fact, that every Eoglish 
Jew, every subject of her British Majesty who calle himeelf by that name, is put 
apon a level, joined in the same category, with the Jews who live under the 
territorial dominions of the Czar of Russia What I have to-day to shew is that 
the British Government has accepted the position that Jows natives of Russia aro 
properly the objects of an exceptional régime which excludes them from all 

roection of Jaw; and that Jews, subjects of Her Majesty, when within the 
secre dominions, stand upon precisely. the same footing, and are not to look 
‘to Her Majesty's Government to protect them from any of the consequences 


thereof ; and what those are everybody who is not wilfully blind and deat knows 


pretty well by this time. 

Very startling propositions no doubt. Bat only to those who are not aware 
that there are more Eoglands th»n one in public affaira: nay, that there are a 
good many diverse and even conflicting Eoglande. There is the England of 
public meetings ; there is the Englaod of journalism; the England of society, 
of Parliament, and of DirpLomacy. And let me tell those who are not familiar 
with this serious subject that the England ot Diplomacy has no relation to the 
philanthropic and sentimental England of public meetings and Mansion House 
Committees ; none whatever. So littleis this the case that the Foreign Olfice is 
quite capable of tarning such philanthropic work to utter confusion ; ae,in point 
of fact, it has done, in this Jewish case. For while this England of the press 
and platform is protesting against the Russian persecution ef the Jews ; calling 
on the Czar to confer equality of right upon Jews ; proclaiming the absence of 
this equality as the root cause of persecution which mueat occur periodically 
while civic inequality subsis.s: demanding of the British Government to use its 
good offices with Russia to lighten the burden of Jewish misery ; what has the 
Britich Government, the Foreign Office, Diplomacy, been doing all the while ? 
I say boldly aud unequivocally, and with the foll sense of the responsibility of 
the words, the Lritish Government has been approving, aiding, and abetting the 
perrecutions by approving their principle; and doing this by and in connection 
with the basest tampering with the rights of British subjects ; by a most abject 
surrender of the rights and dignity, by a most profligate violation of the daties, 
of the British Crown. 

_ My language is strong, and of purpose strong. The occasion is really too 
serious to mince words. If while the England of public and avowed deeds and 
words has been rising to confront Raseia with remonstrance and protest, the 
England of Diplomacy has become the accomplice of Russia in her misdeeds— 
aod this, nothing short of this, is the accusation I prefer—can any language be 
too st:ong for the occasion ? In fact, it is impossible to uee moderate language ; 
there is rove that fits the matter. You cannot in moderate terms tell » man 
that be bas become the moral par'ner of robbery and assassination. And there 
is even @ practical reason for prefacing my exposition of the ugly facts which 
will bear out my aseertions with strovg and even atartling words. This reaedn 
18 to be. found in the extraordinary apathy with which these inner and governing, 
an’ Couclusive facts of diplomacy, of Foreign Office action, are, as a rule, treated 
by the British press and public, and even Parliament and jurists. It is abso. 
lutely necessary, if attention is to be drawn to those cryptic proceedings, to 


found a sort of gong, almost to deafen people with the cal!. Such a style is 


repulsive to the last degree to a man of taste or judgment. I abhor the neces- 
sity which lays it on myself. But it is a necessity. And I have to deal with 
the painful and extraordinary fact that the eubject matter whose drift and 
eating it falls to me to expound is open to tho world in Government publica- 
lions, and yet unread, uostudied, pay even, it would appear, almost overlooked, 
by those whose lives, fortanes, honour, and bappiness it most immediately and 
bearly concerns. Therefore, if there be any power in words, such persons must 
startled, if they cannot be persuaded, into stady of what is their own case, 

of facts in which they are so perilously involved.

: In that paper I called upon the Jews of Eogland to organize 
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themselves for co-operative or oven leading action ia the movement 
of England, for protestation and remedy, against the Russian maltreatment 
of their brethren. The “moral and religious protests of a great and free 
people,” so said Lord Shaftesbury, were to be evoked againat this greatest 
disgrace and horror of the century. Aod I ventured to say in that closing 
paragraph “‘ Of this ‘great and free people’ the Jews now form, by complete 
and total emancipation, an integral part. They will mistake and confuse alto- 
gether the ieenes they won when they obtained their emancipation if they stand 
apart when the battle of: England on behalf of truth, mercy, justice, right, 
liberty is waging, only because it is in the'r own cause the fight is going on.

Wheo I wrote theas words the diplomatic papers on Mr. Lewisohn’s case 
tad not yet come into my hands. And I find, to my grief, that they contain a 
most serious error. It is not the fact that of this great and free English people 
the Jews now form by complete and total emancipation an integral port, It is 
not so. I say it with bhuwiliation, with pain, such as I have never known in 
signalizing any political fact. Tnisis entire misapprehension. The Government 
of Her Maj-sty has declined to take this ground with Russia ou behalf of tho 
Jewish subjects of the Queen, It has distinctly accepted the ground of the 
Ruesian Government in regard to Jowa, after that ground was distioctly tendered 
to it. According to that ground Jews are not to be regarded as huma, being 8, 
purely and simply, entitled as such tothe civic privileges of humanity, No ; 
they are to be dealt with as a clases apart, subject to apecial legislation and the 
proper objects of special disabilities. On this ground, I say, and desire the fall 
force of the proposition to sink into the minds of my readers, the British 
Government has placed itself in line and in express accordance with the Russian 
Government ; and has done soat this terrible conjunctore, when the Russian Govern- 
ment has entered upon a course of policy, positive and negative, which points 
even to the extinction of the Jewish people within the Russian borders, It has 
done thia by acceptance of the theoretic principle it will be found ; done it even 
hy a practical seconding of the principle. And thin last averment | make, becanse 
it will he seen and shown that the Government of the Queen has substantially 
relinquished all assertion of right and intention to protect Jewish subjects of the 
British Crown when.within the Russian jurisdiction. And this abandonment of 
the duty of protecting and vindicating such British subjects has been carried 
ont in the most offensive manner possible to such Jowish subjects; and so as 
even to give practical encouragement to Russia to persevere in her present policy 
of extermination. AJ] this I eay now; all this I can prove, and shall prove to 
absolute demonstration hereafter. 

Therefore, when, in the last paragraph of my last paper, I continued, after 
the last quoted words, to say, “if they do not see and act upon this principle 
the world might soon ask why they were ever let out of the Ghetto at all, and 
perhaps talk of sending them back there,” I uttered words of far more pressing 
and fearful significance than | knew. For i will be found that this momentous 
discussion between the two Governments is ecarcely distinguishable in its prin- 
ciple and reenlts from this reversal of late currents of historical Liberaliem. It 
will be fouud that Rossia says, substantially, to England, “ nothing shall 
induce me to deal with my Jews otherwise than I now do; nor will I recognize 
any difference within my borders between Jew ami Jow; be he native Rasrian 
or foreigner, he is but Jew to me.” And to thia what does England reply eub- 
stantially. “ Be this so. Irecognize the indispensableness of this to your Govern- 
ment. Deal theretore with my Jews when with you asif they were your own. I 
shall have potbing to say or do whatever bappens.”’ ; 


If I am wrong in this formidable charge, let me be confounded ; if right, — 


let Jews begin to think and move in their own ‘defence as they have not yet 
done ; using their privileges of free speech as Eoglishmen. 


. MR. L. OLIPHANT, 

Mr. Lanrence Oliphant, who has andertaken to proceed to the Continent to 
organize the emigration of the Russian Jews, was born in 1829, being a son of 
the late Sir A. Oliphant, C.B., Onief Justice of Ceyton. He is a barrister of 
Lincoln's lon and of the Scotch bar. While very young he accompanied Jang 
Babadoor to the Nepanlese Court and pnblished an account of the visit under 
the title of “ A Journey to Katmandbu.” In 1852 he travelled through a great 


part of Rassia and published the next year his “ Russian Shores of the Black Sea.” 


He became private se retary of the late Earl of Elgin, then Govervor General of 
Canada, and in 1855 published under the title of “ Minnesota and the Far West, 

a narrative of bis wandering in Canada and tLe United States. “ Toe Coming 
Campaign,” a work on the Kussian War, appeared soon after, and in 1856," The 
Transcaucasian Campaign under Ower Pasha.” He accompanied Lord Elgin 
as private secretary and historiographer in the embassy to Chiva in 1857, and 
afterwards published his accouat of the mission. In 1861 while acting as 


chargé daffaires in Japan be was severely wounded by aseassine, In 1865 he | 


was returned to Parliament for the Stirling Burghs, and resigned in 1868. Lo 1870 
he published “ Piccadilly,” the well-known society novel, and his work on “ The 
Land of Gilead” will be still fresher in our readers’ recollection. Mr. Oliphant 
has also travelled in America ; and has been a frequent contributor to periodical 


literature.

JUDAISM AND THE PAPACY. 


— 


Tur Russo-Jewish Question besides the interest it has in itself, has brought 
into light many aspects of Judaism which only a world-wide movement like 
it could display. We have already laid stress on the remarkable bond of 
union it has formed between sects and parties of the widest and most opposing 
character. We have now to remark upon the appearance of a new 
ally. Roman Catholicism has been conspicuously to the fore in the 
advocacy of Jewish wrongs during the past month. 

Judaism and the hierarchy which has the Brsnor ov Rome for its head 
have had many points of common interest in the past. Each was world- 
wide; the Papacy spread from China to Pera, while Judaism had its 
adherents scattered over at least as extended an area, Each was a spiritual 
kingdom, thongh the Papacy at one epoch of its development extended its 
rule into temporal matters, Each, considered as a religious system, depended 
on Tradition even to as great an extent as Scripture. Each joined men of 
different nationalities into one spiritual bond, though with the Jews only 
one race was affected and the various nationalities were often not recognized ; 
While Russia still refuses to regard a Russian Jew as a Russian but 
Tegards him only as a Jew, as M. p# Greas puts it. Against each 
system in turn the charge of want of patriotism has been urged owing 
to the existence of the cosmopolitan bond, and in each case this has been 
rebutted by the evidence of facts, | | 

Yet with all this community of aspects, up to the present time there 

been little communion of sympathy between the two systems, though 

ere have often existed kindly feelings on the part of their members. The 
éf persecutions of the Jews have emanated, :t must be allowed, from 
oman Catholicism, the most severe, that of Spain, arising in the 


_ questions beyond its jurisdiction 


most pious kingdom of the sect while the spirit of the Crasades still animated 
the Catholic Church. The Inquisition, though its utility was denied by some 
of the Church’s noblest sons, was undoubtedly the work of Roman Catholicism. 
The late unhappy accident on the Corso may serve to remind na of the 
indignities Jews had to submit to even in- very recent times in the Papal 
capital, for Jews formerly ran in the races instead of horses; althongh 
Popes at one time protected Jews from the temporal power. It ia not 
difficult to explain the canse of theantipathy, In the days when the Charch 
aimed at being “ (icomenical ” Catholic and Universal, it was a perpetaal 
thorn in her flesh to find coming across her path a people who by their 
very existence denied her right to speak in the namo. of all 
mankind, This fact was the more exasperating as the denial of the Catho- 
lic dogmas came from the very people who show'd have accepted it, if the 
Church theory of Christianity were the trae one. If Christianity were a 
fulfilment of Judaism the Jews should have been the first to em race its 
dogmas, Thus the very existence of Jews as Jews was a petpetual menace 
to the existence of the Charch, and perpetual antagonism was the resalt. 


Nowadays, things have greatly altered with the Church. S nee 
the Reformation the presence of one body of hereties, more or 
less, in the ranks of those who opposed the despotism of Rome, has 
been of mach Jess conseqnence. Rome has recognized that her chief enemy 
is modern scepticism and modern criticism. In his famous Enacye'ical, Pro 
Noxo confessed that it was now the task of the Papacy te combat the 
inroad of rationalism and the bigotry of science debating and deciding 
It is only natoral, then, to suppose that 
its sympathies would approximate much more closely than they had hitherto 
done to the other relivtion whose foun lations unre... even more deeply 
rooted in historic tradition then its own, It would naturally draw more 
close to a system of troths all of which it recognizes of itself, though, of 
course, with maultitudinous additions. We may expect, and certainly hope, 
that these points of sympathy and commanidén may be recognized more and 
more fully as time goes on, and mere negation will have to be counteracted 
by a firm stand on the part of all those who. feel they have firm standing- 
ground beneath them. In future years tne support given by Catholizs to 
Jews, and vice versd, will be much strengthened by the growth of the common 
danger. We by no means hold that it is the, duty of Jews to shut their ears 
to the teachings of science, but ignorant and scoffing atheism is a growing 
foe to religion. A more accidental bond of union connects Jews and Catho- 
lics'in Russian Poland where each have suffered from the fanaticism of the 
dominant creed, in Ras,ia identified more than aaywhere else with the 
dominant political power. 


Meanwhile, - it is gratifying to find the old bitter feeling disappear- 
ing. No one has shown more zeal in the cause than Cardinal Mannine : 
his speech was, to say the least, one of. the most eloquent delivered 
at the . Mansion House Meeting; he presides and exercises great 
influence at the meetings of the Mansion Hou-xe Committee; he stands as 
the representative of the British Roman Catholics, and his words of cordial 
sympathy undoubtedly expresse| their feelings as wel as his own, Sach 
an utterance was then the expression of a historic change, It implies 


not only a change in Jadaism and Catholicism themselves, but a'so in the 


world about them. Not only has Catholicism Jost much of its hold on the 
nations while Israxt is at last being adwitted into their folds, Not only 
is the authority of tradition challenged severely on both sides, and by this 
fact both Judaism and Catholicism placed on the defensive: On the other 
hand, the beauty and power of all that is ancient of days, is being more and 
more fully recognised as the century wears on, and this eflect is seen in 
various recuperative movements in Papacy, notably the Oxford movement 
headed by Cardinal Newman. ‘The feeling that they are the two great 
religions of civilization that have come down from the ancient world, mast 
tend to greater sympathy and tolerance on both sides, 

It would be idle to deny that there are differences of a fundamental 
character between the two religions and systems. From a Jewish stand- 
point, the power of the priesthood culminating in the infallibility of the Porg 


is utterly opposed to the lay character of our clergy. The intense suspicion — 


of reason and its works that has hitherto characterised Rome is repelied by 


| Judaism. In important points of practice, such as, forexample, the enforced 


celibacy of ecclesiastics, there is a wide difference in the two systems, Yet 
though we cannot agree, we can at least sympathise, Where we differ we 
can easily understand the fascination of quietude of soul, having the con- 
science placed in the keeping of another, and all the other reliefs which accrue 
to fatigued and troubled minds from the unfailing counsel and maltiform 
consolations of the.Roman Church. And, on the other band, there are 
not wanting signs that simi'ar appreciation and sympathy are shown by some 
Roman Catholics towards Jews. This state of mutual sympathy is highly 
desirable, especialiy in the case of two creeds and bodies who are so widely 
scattered and must so ofien come in contact with one another, It is an 


eminent!y desirable consummation to see this general sympathy which has — 


been betrayed by all classes of men and creeds, shared by men and 


faiths that have hitherto held aloof from, or been opposed to Jews and 
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Judsiem, In Roman Catholicism Jodaism has found a friend both puissant 
and venerable, a friend whose attachment may not prove the less sterling 
because he has been so long a foe. 


THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


[FROM OUR OORRESPONDENT 
KIEFF, 19TH Fesavary, 1832. 


The recent pereecotions of the Jews, the destraction of their property, the 
violence offered to them. bot worst of all to their wives and danghters, and the 
diegracefal attitnde of the Government with regard to these dreadfal and heart 
rending scenes, have created a widespread mournfal impression not only among 
the Jews in this department but thronghout the entire empire. It is not my 
intention to enter into a description of the events which occarred here or else- 
where during that dark period when ovr property, our honour, aye, our very 
lives were at the mercy of an inforiated and intoxicated rabble. Pens more 
ready than mine have over and over again described these terrible scenes far 
more eloquently than ever I conld aspire to do. One important feature con- 
nected with these persecutions aod affecting the inner life of the Jews seems 
however to have been generally overlooked by the several historians of recent 
eventa. 

Never has the proverb “Ont of evil eoveth good " been more forcibly 
ioetrered than in the present crisis in the affairs of the Jeva in Russia All 
acquainted with the bistory of our race are aware that fron times immemorial 
we bave | een nnfortunately bat too often tern asunder by diesensions, which 
net only injored ne before the world, bot materially weakened us as a commonity. 
When threatened, however, by the common foe all discord ceased and we once 
more presented ovreelves to the world as one barmonions and mnited nation. 
History bas repeated itself at the present-day. In a conntry euch as Russia, 
where a mincrity of Jews enjoy certain privileges denied to the bolk of their 
coreligiouiste, where considerable differences ‘prevail in religious ma'tera, and 
where thore Jewe who pureve bigh class secnlar studies were until within a 
comparatively recent period persecuted by the ignorant fanatical Chassidim, it 
is not surprixing that now and then a discordant spirit should prevail among 
ovr brethren in this eunntry- Bot [ am glad to say a far different feeling now 
exists amongst the Jews in Raesia. Onur commmon misfortunes have once more 
consolidated ua, in the spirit of ‘the motto of the Alliance Isradlite Universelle, 
* All Jews are companions,” 

Te their credit be it said, the Jewieh stadenta were the firat to shake off the 
sentiment of indifference. Whilet thore attending the Universities at St. 
Petersburg and Moscow have public'y announced their solidarity with their 
Jewish fellow countrymen, the Sewieh atudents at Kieff have given even more 
significant tokens of their loveand affection for Judaiam and of their attach- 
ment té their persecuted people. Monday last, the 13th, had been designated 
by the Leads of our community in this city as a day of prayer and fasting, and 
on the previous Friday evening 118 Jewish stadents assembled in secret (meet- 
ings of atndents not being tolerated by the police), at the residence of a Jewish 
lady, where, after several eloquent speeches had been delivered, it was unani- 
mously resolved that the entire body of Jewish students at the University 
should attend the houses of prayer on the Monday following and participate ia 
the especial service of prayer for deliverance from onr present bondage. 
Accordingly, the several synagogues were completely fille! on Monday, the 
worshippers inclading the Jewish popile of both sexes at all the schools and 
colleges, and the etoden's of the University. Three of the latter addressed the 
congregation in one of the synagogues, and pointed out in the Hebrew, Russian, 
and Jewish-German languages respectively the aims end the significance of ao 


assembly which for the first time united the Jewish stodents to the body of. 


their coreligionists. A fine poem, in the Russian language, was written by one 
of the students in honour of the day, and was distributed among the 
worshippers. 

I have just learnt by telegram from 8t. Peterabarg that General Ignatieff 
bad granted an audience to Rabbi Drabkin, whom he had promised that delegates

A Renter's teiegram, dated Philadelohia, Feb. 23rd, states: ©“ The Jewish 
ref: gees who arrived here on board the American Line steamer “ Illinois” were 
met by a committee of sympathisers and taken to the qnarters provided for them, 
where arrangements have been made for their comfcrt. 7 


THE RUSSIAN REFUGEES AT BRODY. 


In the Febroary Report of the Alliance [sraclite Universelle, the Central 
Committee state that inasmuch as the tide of em'gration to America has entirely 
ceased for the present, so far as the Alliance is concerned, the Central Committes 
most restrict their operations at Brody to the granting of daily relief to the 
Roesian refogees still congregated in that town, and whose onmbers have been 
reduced to 1,200. We have, however, reason to believe that this estimate falls 
short of the actual number by between 200 and 300. The batch of Russian 
yontha who were conducted by Dr. Schafier from Brody to Jaffa, to be trained 
there in the Agricultaral Schou) of the Alliance, arrived at their destination on 
the 9tn of January. Special t:ygienic precautions were adopted by the Director 
of the establishment, in order that the new comere should not suffer from the 
change of climate. Twenty-eight boys, also selected to be sent to Jaffa, still 
remain at Brody under the direct supervision of the Commnittee, and as they are 
there receiving an excellent technical education, they will have wade consider- 
able progress in their training before they enter the Agricaltaral School, 

THE RUSSIAN REFUGEES. 

Next week nearly 150 Russian refugees will leave for America by a Monarch 
Line steamer. These will be preceded, to-morrow, by 75 who have come direct 
from Hamburg, and for whose passage arrangements were made in Germany, 
As in the instance of those who have’ previously left, the Royal Exchange 
Shipping Company have arranged to snoply kosker meat to the emigrants 
and to adopt every possible measures for their comfort. | 


THE .MANSION HOUSE RELIEF FUND. 


On Monday a meeting of the Emigration Committee of the Mansion House 
Fund for the relief of the Rasso Jewish refogees, was held at the Mansion House, 
Cardinal MANNING presided, and there were present Sir Alexander. Galt (High 
Commissioner for Canada), the Reve. Dr, Hermann Adler, A. L. Green, and A. 
Liwy, Mr. Laurence Oliphant, Mr, Samuel Montagu, Mr, I. Seligmann, Colonel 
Lennox-Prendergast, Dr. Asher, Mr. N. 8. Joseph, Mr. Joseph Sebag, and Mr. 
W.d. Sonlsby, the cretary. 

A letter was read from the Jewish Board of Guardians, stating that the 
number of Jewish refogees in London had so greatly increased daring the past 
few days that they bad had to anthorize a epecial administration to deal promptly 
with the cases that arose. It would probably be satistactory to the Committee 
it they were to delegate to one of their number in turn, the duty of being present 
at the Board when the applicants att -nded, as the numbers might probably soon 
reach a total which the Committee had not realized, The Rev. A. L. Green, Mr. 
I. Seligmann, and Mr. 8. Montaga were deputed to be present in turn during the 
relief of the refugees by the Board. 

A letter was read from the Countess D’Avigdor, speaking of the sadly 
destitute condition in which the refagees reached the friendly shores of Englaud 


‘and other countries. Surely, she ssid, the London avd other Jewish Boards of 


Gaardians would gladly receive cast-off clothing to give to the poor emigrants 
on arrival here, Old under-linen aud boots wonld prove of great service, Mrs. 
Strauss, writing from Manchester, offered with her friends to work clothing for 
the refugees. The letters were sent to the Jewish Board of Guardians in London, 
who will gladly receive any clothing for the refugees.

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THE PERSECUTION OF THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


BARON iF WORMS’S RESOLUTION, 

Baron H. de Worms has secured th: first place this evening for his motion 
on the Persecution of the Jews in Russia, The followiog 1s the text of the 
motion: “ That this House deeply deploring the persecution and ontrages to 
which the Jews have been subjected in the Russian Empire, trusts that Her 
Maje-ty’s Government will fiod means, either alone or in conjanction with other 
Great Powers, 0° asing theie good offices with the Government of His Majesty 
the Czar to prevent the recurrence of similar acts of violence.” 


A shocking murder ia reported to have been committed at Wassilechaw (in 
the province ot Tereshtché) a few weeks ago. A Jewish woman, the wife of a 
petty tradesman named Leyzer, was in the shop during her husband's absence 
from home, when 4 man entered, who threw her to the ground and threatened 
to kill her unless she gave him money. As she was not in a position to satisfy 
hie demand, he stabbed her with a knife and then rushed into the street 
exclaiming that all the Jewe in the place should be murdered. Fortanately, 
before he conld do any further mischief be was seized by several Jews and 
Christianx, who handed him over to the police. His victim died within a short 
time after the perpetration of the crime. 

Thirty Jewish families resitiog at Krasiliwka, a village in the government 
of Kieff, bave been plondered of all their property, the greater part of which 
was destroyed by the thieves, 

With the view of preventing any further outbreaks auch as disgraced Neijin 
daring last eoummer, the military Commandant of the town and district has noti- 
fied to the iohabitants that on the occasion of holidays they are forbidden to 
arsemb!+ in crowds in the public thoroughfares both in the town and in the 
fanbourge, and that any infraction of this order will be met with severe punish- 
ment to the offender 

Great terror continues to prevail among the Jews in Lithuania. Tranquillity 
has not yet been restored among our coreligionists in Wilna, especially since a 
rumour prevails that sev: ral individuala have arrived in the city for the purpose 
of inciting the Christian population to attack the Jewa. In the town of Tel. by 
in the same province, the Jews have received anwnymons letters, threatening 
them with an early onslanghr and with the destruction of their property. 

The Chronique de la Semaine, of St. Petersburg, is informed that the 
official lately seut to Syuthern Kussia in order to ascertain the causes of ‘the 
anti-Jewish disturbances, bas arrived at the conclusion that they were in all 
probability provoked by the antagonism of tte commercial class towards the 
Jews, who, being contented with small profits and quick returns, are powerful 


competiiors against the non-Jewish merchants. In this sense, the functionary in | 


qaestion has drawn up his report to the Minister of the Interior, 

The police have ta’ »n down the names of all the Jewa residing in the 
circumecription of Old Kieff, with the view of their being ordered to leave the 
district within a period of three weeks. 

It will be remembered that the Jews living in the district of Woloczysk 
were ordered to remove thence before the expiration of three months. The 
term of respite ended, and yet the Jews did not budge. The local authorities 
renewed their comand, and threatened to summon them before the magistrates 
if they refused to leave. Of this they took no notice, and when they were 
faed by the magistrates for non-compliance with orders, they determined not 
to pay the fines and to remain in the district. It is believed that the order of 
~ local authorities is not strictly legal; hence the refusal of the Jews to 
obey. | 

The Novoe Vremya maintains that in St. Petersburg there are, according to 

— investigations, at least 40,000 Jews without legal right to reside in that 
city. 
: The editor of the J7amelitz had an interview on the 7th February with 
‘one of the eminent men who have our fate in their hands,” who expressed his 
concurrence In the efforte made to stir up the Jews to defead themselves, and 
strongly advised that the Jews should be allowed to abandon their peculiar 
garmeuts which distinguished them from the remainder of the inhabitants of 
the country, and by which the attention of the populace was more easily 
attracted towards them. Tne same ominent individual also stated that the 
respective governors had been ordered fo take every precaution with the view 
of preventing further auti-Jawish risings throughout the land. 


The Daily Telegraph correspondent at Vienna sent the following telegram 
from that city on ‘Tuesday last, with re‘erence to the recent mission of Dr. 
Schafier (Delegate of the Alliance [sraclite) to Brody 


Dr. Schafier, the special delegate of the Jewish Alliance, who has just been to 
Brody for the purpose of assisting the Jewish fugitives to return to Russia, arrived 
in V enna this morning without having accomplished his mission, In consequence 
of isformation he received while at Brody, he decided at all risks not to send them 

back across the frontier, which he ascertained would have been to expose them to 
- Certain death. But these 1.300 unfortunates will not be unprovided for, The news 
has come to-day that £10,000 will be devoted to their emigration to the United 
States, and in the meantime tney will be well care1 for by the Vienna branch of the 
Jewish Alliance. The latter has sent them clothing, and their local committee has 
housed them, and distributes a daily allowance of threepence to each aduit and 
twopence to each child.

Dear Sir,~-Your letter and the “Jewish Chronicle” reached me here, where I have been on 
circuit for the last few days. 1 had already read in the “ Times” and other journals most o! the 
accounts of the terrible persecution of the Jews in Russia. I need not tell vou, I sympathise with 
all my heart with your onfortucate coreligioasts and yourself. What Englishman could fall t do 
so! I think it the duty of overyone in this free and happy country, everyone able to influence 
public opinion in however small a sphere, to join in condemning and repudiating this new frensy 
of intolerance and ignorance ; and bringing the utmost moral pressure to bear upon the Government 
in Russia, and some other places perhaps nearer home which are accustomed to pride themacives 
on their enlightenment and philosophy. 

The matter has its bright aspect however. It must be very gratifying to every Jew at home 
and abroad to see what a spontaneous and uranimous outburst of sympathy their cause has evoked 
throughout the country. And that has taken a very practical form. The suvseription is splendid. 
Headed by the noble contributions of the Rotbachilds and others of your communi'y, and supple- 
mented by many kind and loving Christian hearts, which are impelled by a common feeling of 
humanity to come to the atd of your suffering brethren,

the Mo-t High.""—There was present on the occasion Mr. Niesen Rappaport, a refugee 
from Mohileff, in Podolien, on the Dniester, the representative of twenty-five 
families who wish to emigrate to Palestine. Speaking in German (the Rev. W. 
Hyerst acting as interpreter), he stated that more than 200 families would be glad 
to go to Palestine. The people meanwhile were suffering from want of means, as 
they could not earn anything. Throughout the dixtrict as many as 900 families 
were wandering about no one knew whither.—The Rev. William Heaory Heckler, 
who fell in with Mr. Rappaport peaniless at Cologne, read the translation of a letter 
that gentleman carried, which was signed by the Rabbi of Mohileff and thirty-four 
heads of families there resident, reprerenting 220 persons. It was headed “ Lifeand 
peace to the honoured princes of Israel, the chiefs ia the kingdom of generosity, 
love, and mercy,” and asserted that “ the papers have now revealed the greater part 
of what the oppressors and persecutors have done on Israel. Lately, when the wrath 
went out into the city of Warsaw. they robbed, spoiled, and destroyed the scattered 
sheep of Israel, of whom many were beaten with stripes and wounded almost to death, 
though innocently. In the small town called Musch, in the province of Minek, they 
killed eight families ; and the rest of our brethren are given over to be trodden as 


mire in the streets, and the life of the children of Israel is, as it were, hanging on a . 


hair. It will hardly be believed, but the rioters are considered guiltiess and the 
sufferers are condemned. Also tae whole mass of our brethren suffer with us, for even 
in those p'aces where they have not tasted this bitter cup they are persecuted by the 
decrees of the small officials.”

In convection with the Industrial Committee, ite Chairman 
Mr Chas. S:muel, mentioned that the Committee were thiaking of holding an 
exhibition of the work performed by the boys who had been app-enticel by the

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN votes of thanks were passed to the several 
Committees, who, Mr, Cohen remarked, were really the life aud soul of the working 
of the B ard.

Th CHAIKMAN sn mitted a statement of the work which has recently been 
performed by the Board in connection with the Rassian refuges who have arrived 
in Eigland daring the pa-t few weeks as also a correspondence with the Mansioa 
House Committee on the same subject. The Chairman's statement was for the most 
partembodied in a circul«r letter aldres-el by him to the members of the Board. 
In this letter Me. Cohen briefly referred to the isolated casea of Russian emigrants 
which had come under the notice of the Boa d towartla« the end of the previous 
year, aud after touchi»g on the incresse in the influx of Ru-sian refugees from the 
commencem nt of this year, and ou the two grants of £500 mide by the Mansion 
House Committee, to be expeudel by-the Board on be’ alf of the refugees (which 
had been ah-orbod before the day of the meeting), Mr Coben's letter continued: 
“ Meantime the refugees apply in increa-ing numbers, aud threaten to absorb the 
whole time of the staff of the Board. I have madea provisional arravgement with 
the Rev. Mr. Keizer. wno, from previous experience, is familiar with the office of 
the Board, to supervise the work of attending to the refuyees aa a separate depart- 
ment at specified hours and Lask the ratification of the meeting to thi« arrange- 
ment; but it seems also expedient that some of the members of the Board should 
attend in turo at the office during the hoirs when applivations from refagees are 
received, su that the responsib lity of dealing with the many and diifi:alt questions 
that arise may not exclusively be cast.on his shoulders, aud thas at tae same time 


no delay may arise, The Board should also come to sme decision as to the extent 


of the duties which it is prepared to assume The most advisable course wonid 
seein to be, that it should merely act as the almouer of tie Miasion House Com- 
Dittee, which obvioualy has at pre sent nei her the staff nor the m wchinery to deal 
With the cares of foreigners, who have no knowledge of the Eagiish language, and 
whe Se departure for the landa they s-lect requires rome degree f supervisi nn. But, 
hitherto, no instruciions have been given by that Committee, except that the sama 
Yoted are to be expended for the benefit of the refugees. It will probably prove 
imposible, éven if it were desirable, to make any selection among the refugees as 
to the countries to which their paseage should be directed. Most of them, when 
they arrive here, have formed definite plans as to their destinations, and by far the 
greater num ber state that in going to America they are going to join relatives who 
have preceded them thither, It appears certain also, from the statements which I 
ave myself taken down, that the Russian Government is mach more facile than 
fretolore in the granting of passports to Jewish emigrants, and that those who 
have hitherto »rrived are but the vanguard of a much larger number who are pre- 
pared to follow. ‘Ihe refuyees congregated at Brody alone have declised from 2,500 
to a pumber variously estimated at from 300 to 1,200. Itis obvious from all these 
facts that a movement is in progress which may as-ume vast proportions, and of 
Which this country may not improbably become the centre, a convition of vhings 
Which, whether at the hands of the Mansion House Committee or of this Board, 
ecling under their direction, requires some organization in this country for its 
tegulation and direction
